Here is a pertrait of a man in 
splendid uniform with ja pistot 
at his back. doing ditties both 
distasteful and inescapable. 

He is under orders to oust his 
former Allies from Berlin. To 
accomplish that task he seems to 
have withdrawn = fo his | Army 
headquarters at Potsdam, ond 
his villa at Neu Babelsberg, 

Marshal Vnssitl Duileyich So- 
kolovsky Is 51, a Ukrainian of 
peasant steck.. He is. erect and 
seems taller than: his flve feet 
ten, His square jaw ts running 
to fat. He has a pleasant man- 
ner but is quick to violent lan= 
Runge to his subordinates, - 
ls saturaine In council. 

Sokolovsky has risen from the 
tanks of the Red Army, ‘which 
he joined in 1918. In 1944 he 
became ‘Chief of Staff Ukraintan 
Front, and in May, 1945, he was 
Chief of Staff to Marstial Zhu- 
kov at the Battle of Berlin. 

Then he became Deputy Mili- 
tary Governor of Germany, under 
Zhukov, and a year later a Mar- 
shal of the Soviet Union. 

In September, (1945, Zhukov's 
popularity with the Western 
Allies lost him the faith of the 
Kremlin. . They removed him and 
Vassili Sokolovsky beeame the 
supreme figure in Soviet Ger- 
many. 


Tool Of The Kremlin 


He ts'a Hero of the Soviet 
Union, possesses the “Order of 
Lenin, und Order of Suvorov, 
Order of Kutuzov, is a Knight of 
the British Empire, has the U.S. 
Legion of Merit, the White Lion 
of Czechosiovakin, and com- 
manded eight campaigns. But for 
all -that he is nothing more than 
what he onée accused the French 
Military Governor of being — a 
puppet.
